White Tanks is located just over 
the divide south of Twenty'Nine 
Palms on the road to Cottonwood 
Springs. It was an important place 
in its day and could in an erner- 
gency easily he today for there one 
will find water. There is no habita­ 
tion at White Tanks, just large heaps 
of eroded granite over which the 
lizards run. But hack among the 
huge rockfc is water which in itself 
makes any desert location important. 
The rocks in which the tanks 
are located are about one-quar­ 
ter of a mile from the main 
road. An automobile may be 
driven to the eroded granite but 
from there on a trail leads to 
the water. Some persons fail to 
find the tanks but there is a well 
defined trail marked by rock 
ducks. Possibly some do not 
know what rock ducks are. To 
mark a trail where there are no 
trees to blaze, small rocks, one 
on top of the other, are placed 
along the trail at intervals thus 
indicating the trail. This sys­ 
tem is quite common in the des­ 
ert country and in the higher 
mountain sections above timber 
line or where trees are scarce. 
In any man’s language or coun­ 
try it is a serious breach of out­ 
door etiquette to set up ducks 
when there is nothing to mark, 
or destroy ducks merely because 
you may not understand what 
they mark. 
Where the cars are usually parked 
are two trails, one straight ahead 
that merely leads into the rocks and 
ends where climbing over the rocks 
becomes necessary if one is to go for 
ward; the other, the right trail, mark­ 
ed by ducks, leads down to the right 
for a short distance, then makes a 
sharp elbow turn back to the left, 
leading up a narrow draw for about

Tanks are natural rock 
de­ 
pressions holding rain 
water, 
thus storing it. 
Animals have 
long made use of these as did 
the Indians and the white men. 
Some tanks are open, the water 
forming small pools. Often the 
way into them is easy but the 
way back difficult, thus trap­ 
ping small animals which fall 
into the water and drown. 
In­ 
sects perish in uncounted num­ 
bers hy falling into the water. 
All of which does not aid 
in 
making 
the 
water drinkable; 
sometimes it becomes so pollut­ 
ed that drinking becomes impos­ 
sible. 
Today this is especially 
true as the tanks are not cleaned 
often, for they are 1 1 0 longer of 
general use for drinking water 
for man. 


Earlier in the year several of us 
stood before a roek depression on the 
side of a rocky canyon wall 
just 
south of the Deep Canyon country. 
In the depression was water, a pool 
about one foot in depth and about 
three feet across. 
It was warm and

(Continued From First Page) 
adding younger members to the 
court, and so much regarding 
the dangers of tampering with 
the courts, that this newspaper 
hasn’t enough space to present 
both sides. W e can only wish 
that the Supreme Court justices 
had seen the handwriting on the 
wall and had approved a little 
more of the New Deal legisla­ 
tion so that this controversy 
wouldn’t have occurred, for aft­ 
er all, the Supreme Court has 
ample precedent in a long line 
of decisions to justify a verdict 
either for or against most new 
laws, as is attested by opinions 
of majorities and minorities in 
5-4 or 6-3 decisions. W hether 
the minority of the people like 
the New Deal legislation or not, 
the fact remains that the Roose­ 
velt administration received a 
mandate from an overwhelming 
majority of the voters in 1932 to 
pass certain promised legislation, 
and was given the approval of 
21,000,000 voters, a majority of 
11,000-000, at the last election. 
Consequently it was inevitable 
that the President and both 
houses of Congress would at­ 
tempt to overcome Supreme 
Court opposition. 
It would he difficult to find an in' 
dividual in this country who docs 
not favor laws prohibiting child la­ 
bor and sweat shops, and the rna- 
purity favor laws fixing minimum 
wages and maximum hours for work' 
ing people, as well as fair prices fort 
farmers and prohibition of unfair j 
trade practices. T hat these things; 
cannot be accomplished quickly by | 
amendment to the constitution's cvi'; 
denced by the long struggle to se-; 
cure approval of the child labor 
amendment. So we volunteer the 
guess that the Supreme Court will 
be reorganized. 
Furthermore, should the Pres­ 
ident attempt to appoint radi­ 
cal judges, it is doubtful that 
the Senate would approve such 
appointments. Although the re­ 
organized court will probably 
make a more liberal interpreta­ 
tion of the Constitution, I can 
see no reason to fear that it will 
swing to the extreme left. O ur 
entire system of legislation and 
judicial procedure is built on 
compromise, so the minority will 
simply have to give way to the 
majority, although many of us 
are convinced that the majority 
isn’t always right.
